Tekoah notes Egyptian threat - 


UNTIED NATIONS. — France joined yesterday in a Soviet demand that the 
Security Council vote a condemnation of Israel's air raid on Jordan last Sun- 
day. French delegate Claude Chayet told the Council it “must condemn such 
actions,” and act to ensure against their repetition. 


“Such operations could not be justified 
by statements of legitimate defence,” M. 
Chayet declared, “since they are reprisals 
and the very idea of military 
has never been acceptable to us.” 

That was his reaction to Israel Am- 
bassador Yosef Tekoah’s argument in the 
Council on Mondey that Israel staged the 
raid in self defence to knock out two ter- 
rorist bases near e-Salt from which its 
territory had been attacked. 

M. Chayet said such Israel reprisals 
created a tragic cycle leading to more 
such actions and counter-actions. He warn- 
ed that military operations could only 
make more difficult the task of Dr. Gun- 
nar Jarring,

Uitra-seeret U.S. 


spy satellite 
in high orbit 


CAPE KENNEDY (Reuter), — The U.S. 
yesterday sent its newest, ultra-secret spy 
gatellite inta an orbit which informed 
sources sald would take the space vehicle 
over China and the Soviet Unlon 

Secrecy surrounded the flight, but the 
sources said the second stage of an 
Agena rocket, equipped with extremely 
sensitive devices aod reported to be car- 
rying a camera, was placed in a “very 
high” orbit, perhaps 29.000 to 30,000 km. 
above the earth. 

There was no official word from the 
Defence Department on the launching or 
the flight. The Alr Force here, operating 
under tight security imposed by the Pen~ 
tagon, said no statement wag expected 
apart from its announcement that “an ex- 
perimental payload" had been iaunched. 

The satellite was boosted into orbit by 
an Atlas rocket without any advance an- 
nouncement. » 

The satellite was the first in what is 
expected to be a series of spy vehicles 
launchings over the next few years. Until 
now, most U.S. spy satellites have been 
sent aloft from Vandenberg Alr Force 
base in California. 


U.K. proposes 
germ war ban 


GENEVA (AP). — Britain proposed yes- 
terday a new international coavsntion 
which would outlaw germ warfare. Out- 
lines of a draft treaty banning the manu- 
facture and use of bactericlogical wea- 
pons were put before the 17-nation dis- 
armament conference by British Minister 
ot State Fred Mulley. 

A working paper produced by Mr. 
Mulley proposed that states signing the 
convention would “declire their belief 
that the use of microbiological methods 
of warfare of any kind and in any clr- 
cuntstances should be treated as contrary 
to international law and 2 crime against 
humunity" and would never “engage in 
such methods of warfare theniselves In 
any circumstances." 


BAN ON PRODUCTION 

The convention would also Include a 
pan on the production of microbivlogical 
agents. But Mr. Mulley said thia must 
take into account the fact that such 
sgents are also needed for peaceful pur- 
poses. “Thus the ban might be on the 
production of microbiological agents on & 
scale which had no independent peaceful 
justification,” he suggested. 

He added that the ban would also fave 
to cover “ancillary equipment" specific- 
ally designed to facilitate the use of bac- 
teria in hostile acts, Signatory states 
would further pledge .to destroy any 
stocks of such bacteria or equipment. 

Research work in connection with the 
production of bacteriological weapons 
would also be banned. 


Hussein:. army 
power restored 


By our Arab Affairs Monitor 

King Hussein claimed yesterday that the 
Jordanian Army hag been restored with 
“rapidity and eminent efficiency.” Addres- 
sing newly graduated officers, the Jordan 
monarch, whose speech was broadcast by 
Amman Radio, said lessons learned in the 
Slx Day War were applied in the battles 
that followed. 

Among the graduates were officers 
from the Peralan Gulf. Thelr countries of 
origin were not named. 

The King made no mention of the Is- 
rael air attack om the e-Salt Fatah bases. 
He stressed that with the rearming of his 
troops with “modern weapons” coordina- 
tion with other Arab states would be 
strengthened “until enough power and in- 
vinelbility ts aasured" in order to pre- 
serve Arab dignity. 

Prenler Bahjat Talhouni yesterday 
called for a unified Arab stand for the 
aake of "Arab dignity.” He told the Am- 
man daily "A-Diffa” that the efficiency 
of the new weapons recently supplied to 
Jordan would be ahown only “in victory 
and in action.” Regar the attack on 
e-Salt, he told another daily, “A-Déstour," 
that it would “only increase our stead- 
fastness.” Mr. Talhouni left Amman last 
night for Belrut where he will rest for 
two weeks after his discharge from hos- 

ital. 
wal Amman, Yehia Hammouda, head of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, de- 
clared in a statement that “only two mem- 
bers” of the Arab commando groups were 
Kilfed in Sunday's raid.

Fuad Butros,. rejected the latter's suggestion of a meeting to settle differences 


over frontiers ind transit. 

Dr. Makhous' cable, broadcast by Da- 
mascur Radio, was in reply to a cable Le- 
banon sent out Sunday urging the Syrian 
Government to Tift new taxes imposed on 
Lebanese trucks and goods transiting Sy- 
rian territory. Lebaneze goods entering or 
transiting Syria now have to pay a tax 
of five per cent of thelr value... 

An extraordinary Lebanese Cabinet 
meeting..on Monday night decided to re- 
taliate by increasing taxes on Syrian 
trucks and goods entering the country 
“under the principle of reciprocity.” 

Dr. Makbous said that im imposing the 
tax Syria was within ker sovereign rights. 
He also accused the Lebanese Government 
of allowing Lebanon to he used by Syrian 
political exiles as a base for conspiracies 
against the Syrian Government. He also 
chsrged that certain Lebanese newspapers 
Rave become mouthpieces for an “myper- 
inlist and Zionist war of nerves" sgainst 
Syria. 


EXILES UNBRIDLED 


Dr. Makhous also charged. the Leban- 
ese Government was doing nothing to 
check the activities of Syrian political 
exiles plotting against the Syrian regime. 
He added that all this is happening at 
the time Syria and other Arab states are 
devoting all their energies to the con- 
frontation with Israel. 

The cable also said that certain ele- 
Ments “and agents of foreiga embassies” 
were Lebanese soil to serve foreign 
interests. It declared that Syria will take 
all necessary measures to protect itself 
and fits people against any stabs in the 
pack.” 


Franco-Moroccan

PARIS (Reuter). — France is to finance 
the construction of a sugar refinery with 
ἃ 29,000-ton annual capacity iz Morocco, 
a ¥ranco-Morocean communique said here 
yesterday. 


The announcement came after three 
days of talks between financial delegations 
of the two countries. Tt was taken as a 
sign of a thaw in Franco-Moroccan rela- 
tons, severely strammed by the case of 
Moroccan opposition leader Mehdi Ben 
Barka who vanished in Pariy more than 
two years ago. 

The communique said France would fin- 
ance rail and air transport equipment for 
Morocco. Informed aources said this cov- 
ered the purchase of a new Caravelle air- 
liner for the Moroccan national airline, Air 
Maroc. 


S. Yemen loses 7 
in rebel clash 


— Seven Government 
soldiers, including a major, have been 
Killed in 12-day-old fighting against re- 
bels in the mountaing north and north- 
east of Aden, the armed forces official 
magazine “Al-Jundl” reported yesterday. 

The Government: radio sald last Sun- 
day that loyalist ‘forces had scored a 
crushing and decisive victory over iosur- 
gents at Saeed, 280 kms. north-east of 
here, and captured 45 of the rebels. 

No other casualty figures have been 
issued for the rising, which the Govern- 
ment of the eight-month-old state says 
has been organized by “reactionary Saudi 
Arabia and foreign intelligence quarters."

ΤἘΘ collapse of the Hussein regime is 
envisaged in an editorial in “The 
Times" on Monday, which said that both 
Israe) and the Arab world appear to have 
chosen that “unfortunate” country as their 
battle ground. . 

The London paper said: “Israel's air 
bombardment of Salt is an ominous busi- 
ness.

All this year botn 
Arabs and Israelis have been saying they 
are prepared to let things drag on us they 
are almost indefinitely, confident that time 
4s on thelr side. Both say they would wel- 
come some settlement, but that it js up 
to the other side to make the first move 
and the main concessions. 

"The Salt bombing sbows that things 
are not going to stay as they are. Unfor- 
tunate Jordan, with its vast population of 
wretched refugees, is the chosen batue- 
ground. The Israelis would like to knock 
1 out of the battlefield and neutralize it; 
the Arabs to leave it as the spearhead of 
resistance. Probably neither side has real- 
ly faced the implications of a collupse of 
the regime in Jordan.”

“This is true, Jordan had no planes to 
meet the Israelis with, and had no heavy 
anti-aircraft equipment, and was therefore 
an easy target for an Israeli victory.” 

If military equipment delivered to Israei 
for defence is used to “murder our people,” 
he asked, “is it fair or just to continue 
arming Israel to the teeth?” 

Mr. Tekoah said the only targets of the 
Israeli air raid were “two terrorist bases 
in the e-Salt area, including the central 
headquarters of the Fatah organizatiun, 
stores of ammunition and sabotage equip- 
ment, training facilities and barracks.”

ROME. — 

E you ask around it was nobody's fault 
really that three Arabs hijacked an 
ἘΠῚ ΑἹ Israei plane. The Israel visas are 
Said to bave been issued in Parls and 
the Uckets bought in Rome at some mys- 
terlous agency whose identity nobody — 
Israel or Italian —- wants to reveal be- 
cause “it wasn't the poor suy’s fault,” 
and the forged or stolen passports went 
by the El Al terminal or airport check 
Spots with routine approvals. The only 
thing that could and should have been 
done, according to both sides, was for the 
Italian seeurity service to have been more 
on its toes in keeping track of an inter- 
national organization such as the Fatah, 
Operating within its frontiers. The secur- 
ity slip-up has been the subject of heated 
debates and it is obvious that the Italian 
Government is quite embarrassed that the 
incident should have happened on Italian 
soil and most likely over Italian waters. 

While the Italian international secret 
services gets caught napping rather often, 
the internal military security works all 
tou well. The Military Secret Service 
(Sifar, now renamed Sid Defence 
Information Service) has been under fire 
since last year for its over-efficiency in 
planning a coup d’état in 1964. Luckily 
the military plans didn't come off, but 
high officials were involved in drawing 
Up Jists of hundreds of political “unde- 
sirables" who were to be whisked off to 
Sardinia when the time enme. They were 
all either leading, or sigaificant, leftists, 
of all shades. Things developed to such 
an extent that people were afraid to talk 
in bars because plainclothesmen were 
bound ta ber around taking notes. 

The Sifar scandal has not died down 
because unfinished business, unsuccessful 
convictions, new facts, dramatic inter- 
ludes, continue to throw light on a trial 
that left many people unsatisfied. All the 
evidence is not yet in. And in the midst 
of all this, three foreigners with false 
passports hijack a plane from ancther 
nation shortly after its departure from 
Rome, forcing it to Jand in an enemy na- 
tion which Keeps the plane and arrests 
the passengers and crew. There is some- 
thing very wrong with the Itallan secur- 
ity system, the critics say. 

Indignation over Italy's involvement in 
this “security hole’ thus grows. On Fri- 
day the news organ of the unified Social- 
ist party — “Avanti!” — gave prominent 
front-page space to an article hy Aldo 
Gavosci, “who {s the president of the Italy- 
Israel Association, 2 member of the cen- 
tral committee of the Socialist Party and 
ἃ University professor. He stressed Italy's 
present responsibility in pressing for the 
safe return of passengers, crew and 
plane, of intervening with stronger means. 
if necessary. with the Algerian Govern- 
ment. The Italian Socialists. while main- 
taining friendly feelings towards Israel, 
have always had sympathy for the devel- 
oping Arab nations, and Ajgeria in par- 
ticular since it became an Independent 
nation. Garosci's editorial and its front- 
page spacing can therefore be interpret- 
ed as a real Socialist commitment to-

wards helping to maintain Ismel's rights. 
In Professor Garusci's remonstrances to 
Algeria he states that 1 risks becoming 
“a community of adventurers, an element 
οἱ permanent Insecurity in the Mediter- 
ranean” and that if the Algerian Govern- 
Ment officially supports the Lerroriets they 
will be responsible fur "an act of plracy.” 

Meanwhile people are recallag an im- 
pressive series of international incidenty 
—— sporadic, but alk too frequent — to 
which this lovely, easy-living city played 
host, shocking the authorities and the 
authoritarians in equal messure every 
time. A lst of just the most flagrant 
case histories is enough to convince one 
of the ease with which secret organtta- 
tons can get by unnoticed te this tour- 
ist haven.

Marcos Ussia, Span- 
ish diplomatic attaché to the Vatican. 
was kidnapped by a group of ycung 
Spanish anarchists who wanted te draw 
attention to thelr dissatisfaction with the 
Franco regime.

Two years before that, on Nevember 
ἢ. 1964, Rome wus in a tizzy over the 
Mordechai Luk case —- which Israelis will 
renientber quite well. There was a Charlie 
Chaplinesque chase at the Rome airport 
when Mordechai, an Israel citizen, was 
found bound and gagged in an Exyptian 
diplomatic trunk. An airport official had

Tax-free Italian enclave 
in Roman fiscal squeeze

ROME (Ofns.) — 
WE wheel of furtune, on which the 
gambling town af Cympiane d'Italia de- 
pends, is taking a baleful turn. After many 
happy tax-free years, the citizens uf thiv 
ultra-sophisticuted Lus Vegas are heing re- 

called to t 508] duty by Rome. 

The tax-collector hus been slow in his 
demands, but with reason: Camptone Les 
outside the boundaries of Italy. 

The anomaly goes Wack 11 centuries, 
when a feudal Lord of Campione be- 
queathed the five-square-mile settlement to 
the Abbot of Milan. The fief, although 
surrounded by Swiss territory, wos απο 
incorporated {oto the Kingdom of Italy, 
then inte the post-war Republic. Free of 
puritanical Swiss law. unconsidered hy 
Italian lurewucrats, the Ciumpionest celeh- 
rated thelr virtual independence in 1933 
by opening a casing, Camplone ts placed 
between the gamblers of two nattons, ex- 
quisitely situated on the shores of Lake 
Lugano, amid the blue mountains of sn 
internationally-known holiday area. Its 
fame quickly spread around the world. 

Today, the town — population 1,600 — 
is crowded with cheerfully spendthrift 
tourists. Floor-shows, regattas and car ral- 
lies persuade them to extend thvir stay. 
The richest stop at the Grand Hotel, rise 
ut neon, und spend thelr evenings at the 
tiubles. Tired businessmen drive over from 
Milan or Zurich for a night of frente et 
quaranie, Passing motorists drop in for 
long enough to leave thelr spare cash on 
No. 5 or 7 at roulette. Camplone smiles 
benevolently oo them all. 

But this year, with the summer season 
barely under ». arme-waving, arguing 
elilzens gather in the streets and squares 
to work off their feelings about Rame in 
inconiprehensibie dialect, What most riles 
the Camplonesi is that far-off Rome never 
gave them thought until, suddenly, they 
wore remembered uy a source οὐ revenue, 
oly up at Camplone.” said offi- 
Italians Jike al] the rest of us. 
Ὁ Pay up.” 

τ αι not {πὸ the rest.” says a 
C: prkvsman, Councillor Luigi 
Maineli, “What do owe get from Italy? 
Our postal orders, our telephones are 
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Swiss. Our cars have Swiss number 
Plates. Until recently even our carabintert 
were puid in Swiss frances If we cress the 
Ttalian irontier to Como and return with 
a suit length. or a flask of Cliant!, we 
pay Swiss duty. Italian newspapers, and 
even Itallun bread, cost more her2.~ 

The Mayor, Commendatore Felice de 
Baggis, says: “They know nothing of all 
this in Rome." He recalls a party of Ita- 
lian M.P.s who decided to investigate Cam- 
figne personally. They did not Know they 
would have to cross Swiss soi] to reach it. 
The pussportiess ones had to wait a while 
— and many went hack in a huff ta 
Rome. 

When a discotheque caught fire the 
other day the Italian fire brigadé raced 
fram Como, 23 kms. away. but found the 
Swiss fre brigade from Lugano, 3 kms. 
away, had already quelled the biaz>. Then 
attempts τὸ rebuild the place were stopped 
because the owner had not asked Italian 
officials for permission. 

But citizens also remember the material 
compensations of [ἰδ in this ἀξ σι δ eu- 
clave. Commendatore Vittorio Pozzi, an 
Italian official at Como, names them: 
“Cigarettes at half the Italian price. 
Cheap petrol Profits on currency ex- 
changes. Ne municipal tax — the casino 
Inoks after that. And what about the 100 
or more foreign firms who have registered 
cffices there to dodge taxation? Campione 
does nicely, thank you!" 

Enavivus Como even suspects thut the 
Cumpione casino escapes tax, But Signor 
Peruzzi, who has held the coucession for 
four years, says this is nonsense, “It is, 
after all, an Italian concession. Even our 
250 staff pay tax on their salaries, al- 
though welfare contributions go to Switzer- 
land, where we're insured. Como rejected 
them, saying we were ‘forelgners, Now 
they have changed their tune.” 

In this bandbox of a town. with its 
lake frontage of colavred umbreilas, its 
terraces, fountains and velvet lawos. some 
$00 of the remaining population are em- 
ployed by Swiss dena, “If we really have 
to pay iribute to Rome as well as In- 
surance to Lugano.” they say — passing 
the mewly-opened tax office with averted 
eyes, “then we'll be the mast heavily- 
taxed people ln Burope." -: 


To “Go Swiss" com- 
pletely would be one way 
out — {ff it were not that 
Campiane would then lose 
its main source of income, 
casinos belnx banned in 
Switzerland. But Ttaly also 
takes an uppermissive view 
of high-powered gambling, 
Thirty-seven of the na- 
ton’s tourist centres have 
unsucessfully sought in re- 
cent years the right to 
Operate gaming houses. If 
Campione vanished trom 
the gambling map it would 
leave only three casinos in 
the land — at Venice, San 
Remo and St. Vincent, 


It looks ἃς if the People 
of Campione will have to 
pay up and — ff only for 
the tourists — look pleas- 
ant.

PARIS “{Reuter). — Al- 
though 85 per cent of 
Frenchmen are “nominally 
Romano Catholics, a public 
opinion poll published here 
yesterday shows that only 
73 per cent of the natioa 
believe in God. The poll, in

college. V-LS.T.A. is a peace-corps-like 
organization functioning within the U.S. 

Most of the 200 students are Jewish, 
but the programme is not specifically 
geared to Jewish students. fhe organizers 
try to refrain from constant attempts to 
persuade the students to stay In Isracl. 
“The malo thing ia that they ore here for 
a year, If they like ft here, they can stay 
on, and if not, they can return — no 
strings attached,” says Rabbi Abramo- 
witz, “IL believe that this subtle approach 
is much better than the direct hard selt 
approach.” 

The short stay bere has, nevertheless, 
already had an effect, and altered quite 
a few attitudes. Jack, .who had always 
felt that he was a “Jewish American” 
says that now he Is beginning to consider 
himself an “Amerivan Jew” 

A few had strong sentiments towards 
Israel before coming here. Gary Arenson 
of Holiywood, Florida, had abvays draamt 
about coming and settling here. James 
Hoo of Miami even wanted ta come here 
as a volunteer during last year's crisis 
despite the fact that he was only 4 high 
school junior at the time. What. James 
like most about Israel is “the warmth and 
friendliness shown to me hy people 1 hard- 
ly Koew before. Peopole you have just 
met invite you to thelr homes.” James 
tno feels that he may wish to stay in 
the country. ἃ 

Merla, elthough yet undecided about 
the future, ts particularly impressed by 
the solidarity and pride in the country 
evident even in such places as movie 
theatres. “You'd never see an American 
clnema audience applauding in sponta- 
neous unison when American soldiers ap- 
pear on the screen,” she says. 

‘Different Israel’ 

Others, however, did not coma quite 
as prepared to encounter thig kind of 
οὐ Israel. Weltine, for Instance, first be- 
came Interested in the country after 
watching the U.N. debate which followed 
tht Six Day War on television and listen- 
ing to Abba Eban's speeches. Weltine’s 
sympathles were solidly with the Arabs. 
She considered the Arabs a minority, the 
Jews ἃ majority, “and,” says Weltine, 
“all minorities are persecuted.” After 
coming here "to see things for myself,” 
as she puts it, Weltine ir beginning to 
change her mind. “TI see that the Israel 
government is doing a great deal for 
the Arabs," she explains, “and I see 
that it wasn’t at all Israei which wanted 
war,” 

In order to help the students coming 
here to jntegrate into campus ἢ and 
communicate with their Israeli counter- 
Parta, they are given a four-month sum- 
mer uipan before the academic year be- 
gins. After they finish the ulpan, they 
will spend three weeks on a kibbutz and 
tour the country. 

During the academic year they will 
have about five hours of classes daily. 
These wilt include English, history of the 
Middle East and three clectives. All lec- 
tures will be delivered by the university's 
regular lecturers. The students will also 
participate in various scholastic activi- 
Nes with the Israelis, Among these will 
be small seminars and discussion groups. 
The students’ union wilt organize social 
activities, 

The students now live at the Dekel 
Hotel in Herzllya, which the university 
has rented especially for them. Haun stu- 
dent shares ἃ 1vom with two others, 
and ail take full advantage of the nearby 
beach. In the future students coming 
under this programme will live at stu- 
dent dormitorles now under construction. 

The tuition fee. which Includes room 
and board as well as one hot meal a 
day is $1,800 for the year. Two of the 
students received full scholarships on the 
basts of scholastic achievement and their 
family’s economic situation. ΑΠ the other 
students, in a special gesture by the 
university to attract foreign students this 
year, ara getting a scholarship to cover 
ore-third of their expenses. 

The students were selected partly on the 
basis of their high school acadenii¢e re- 
cord, and on the basia of recommenda- 
tions, 

Rabbi Abramowitz is confident that 
next year he will bring some 500 stu- 
dents on this programme. The rabpi, 47, 
very dynamic, informal and popular 
among the students, is himself a native 
οἱ Jerusalem. He spent the first six years 
of nis life in this country. During World 
War II he served as ἃ U.S. army chap- 
lain In Europe and was also very active 
jp the Aliya Bet (iMegal immigration). 
From 1948 to 1951° he waa director of 
the Jewish Distribution Committee in Ita- 
jy. Later he became national chaplain of 
the Jewish War Veterans. Today. aside 
from belng the rabbi of Temple Menorah 
In Miami cn an oseiscant oa American 
student affairs at Tel Aviv Uatversity, 
he is also a regional director af the 
United Synagogues of America. a niember 
ot the Israel Bonds Executive and 8. co- 
ordinator of Sherut Le'am. 

“Such programmes aa these," Rabbi Ab- 
ramowltz states, “can be the higgest 
thing to attract young pecple bere after 
the Six Day Way.’

Two Uttle horses are growing up in 

the Ramat Gan Stables. (The Stables, 
by the way, are a chatmingly umexpected 
attraction In the Ramat Gan National 
Park, which itself ls a triumph of strong 
civic intelligence over commercial build- 
ing \nterests, They even pley their role in 
easing Allya: the daughter of a new-im- 
Migrant physleist from America, a girl 
whose Main interest in life ig horses, was 
so relieved to find that riding facilities 
exist for childrén here that she spends 
one whole day a week at Ramat Gan 
with her beloved horses — which inclode, 
as it happens, some ativer-grey beauties 
from Jordan and Gaza, duly acquired 
through the Custodian of Eucmy Property.) 

But to return to love and fate. One of 
the little horses ia a two-month-old colt 
with an accidentally exotic parentage. The 
other ts a three-week old filly whose 
Mother, Aziza, belongs to Aluf Arik Sha- 
ron. (Another boarder in a nearby stall 
belongs to Aluf Bar-Lev.) 

“Aloft Sharon rushed over to see the 
filly as soon as he returned from Italy 
a day or so igo,” Dr. Kurt Loewenthal, 
President of the [ὅτ] Horse Soctety, told 
me when we paid a visit to the stables 
last week: “He wag due, as you know, on 
the hijacked plane but took a later one. 
He haat nad a chance to ride the mare 
yet, though horses can, and In fact should, 
he back at work a few days after they've 
given birth. Just as today we know it's 
better for human motherg to be up and 
around soon after child-birth. instead of 
lying around in bed for weeks.” 

The iittle colt has a different history. 

An Arab stallion, Mazurka. arrived in Is- 
rael shortly after the June War, the gift 
of Axel Springer to the [81:36] Horse 
Society. Mazurka, who came from Eng- 
land, is destined to father a new line of 
Arab and part-Areb horses in Israel. 

“One Morning, after he'd been here about 
three weeks, he decided not to come out 
of his stall. Nothing could budge him. I 
should explain that he'd had a hard trip 
here — one” month at sea, due to delays 
caused by the Six Day War. and I want-

mother the moment her child arrived, ‘the 
Circassian groom at she stables told me. 
Afterall, she has been a career female 
for years and had given up all hope of 
family life.

Nobody knows Liane’s ancestry, or even 
how old ahe is: “Looking at her teeth,” 
says Dr. Loewenthal, puiliog aside her 
loose pink gums, “at least 15 years.’

“JA.” for Jewish Agency. She is one of 
the many work horses brought here by 
the Jewish Agency a decade or more ago, 
in a sort of Ingathering of the Equines. 
Their unplanned reproduction hag been a 
source of sorrow to the Israel Horse So- 
ciety, which is anxious to establish pure 
and carefully arranged bloodlines.

. Further plans evan call for “boarding 
out” the foal with Beduin tribes, so the 
horses will grow up in the same en- 
vironment which formed their famous an- 
cestors. Going a bit further, there is even 
what seems ἃ somewhat fanciful sugges- 
tion for bringing Arab horses to this 
area from Hurope or America for a year 
or 50 of ancestral desert life — a sort of 
“Shnat Sherut” --— year of work — for 
horses from the affluent countries.. 
There, Arab horses are enjoying a grow- 
ing vogue. One stallion in the United 
States (which has 40,000 registered Arab 
horses) asks for and gets a stud fee of 
$5.000, said Dr. Loewenthal. Mazutka's 
rate 15 a modest IL75: “But then, we're 
not im the business for financial reasons. 
We want to improve the breed bere.” 
Mazurka himself, the stallion who pre- 
fers older mares, has moved from Ramat 
Gan to Ramat Yohanan, where the mares 
are, “It's hard for the owners to bring 
them here, and much more convenient to 
have him in an agricultural area." Several 
ot his foals are now due. {a mare's zesta- 
tion period is 11 months and 11 days), 
but, ag Dr. Loewenthal says, “These things 
rarely go according to the textbooks.”

T the Third Summer Institure, at 
Bar-lian University, the method "ἢ 
teaching chemistry to high schoo! stu- 
dents 15 being overhauled and modernized.

_ "From 1920 to 1960, the chemistry cur- 
riculum in the U.S. was stagnant,” Dr. 
McClellan says. “There were changes, of 
course, but they were more or less 
Sporadic. As new discoveries came about, 
chapters were slipped into existing text 
books."" 

‘The need to develop @ modern cur- 
ticulum dates back to 1940, but actual 
work was only started eight years ago, 
mainly under the inspiration of the 
American Government. Dr. McClellan 
was one of the four Association editors of 
the new chemistry textbook; he was the 
editor of the “teachers' guide,” and one vf 
the contributors of the new chemistry 
manual. 

“Our approach in these books was to- 
tally different,” he recalls, “We did not 
So in for descriptive chemistry — asking 
the student to memorize a long series 
of facts and processes. We emphasized 
principles — which gave an overall view- 
Point. which lead to a grasp and aa 
understanding of chemistry. This serves 
the student as a basis from which to 
depart to learn particular processes. 

“Moreover, laboratory work ‘was gear- 
ed to show the generai principles — 
and that our knowlege of chemistry was 
not a static thing, but an ever develop- 
ing matter, and that the mental concepts 
were not inviolate, that they changed as 
new facts became avatlable." 

The new programme was tried out for 
three years in the U.S. before it was 
offered to the general public. Three 
Private publishers are already ‘gsuing 
revised editions to meet changing con- 
cepts. 

“We believe that. the books should be 
revised and reprinted about every five 
years,” Dr, McClellan says. 

They have been translated into He- 
brew. “And they are being modified here 
fn Israel stil further, to meet the 
specific conditions existing here."

OF the hundreds of cookbooks in my 
brary the one I reach for first in 
this hot weather is Katie Stewart's “Short- 
Cut Cock Book"—-a Daily Mirror Publica- 
tion (London). Her speedy flair — not just 
of tlme but flavour --- fs certainly a boon 
when readying dishes in hot weather, 
Teed Fresh Tomato Soup 
(Serves 4) 

I: ΤΌ. (about % kilo) ripe fresh to- 
matoes, '% pint (about 2 cups) single 
cream {use our bottled condensed mitk), 
ἦς teaspoon sugar, salt and pepper, juice 
of '3 lemon, chopped parsley jor garnish.

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Ban on further hake 


- catches disputed

HAIFA. — The Atlantic Fisheries Company will tomorrow appeal against the 
ruling of the Fisheries Department forbidding the landing of additional hake 
(bakala) catches, pending’ the depletion of existing stocks of some 2,000 tons. 
The appeal will be made at a meeting with senior officials of the Agriculture 
Ministry, an Atlantic spokesman told The Post. τν 


The head of the Fisheries Department, 
Mr. Kramer, told The Post that he was 
withholding landing permits in order to 
assure the quality of the hake marketed 
by Atlantic and the Histadrut-owned 
Yona fishing company, each of which 
operates a trawler off South Africa. He 
said that’ tests made by the Fisherles 
Research: Station and by experts abroad 
showed that the taste and quality of the 
fish deteriorate after six months in cold 
storage. : 

“This certainly does not mean that the 
fish is spoiled or unfit for human con- 
sumption, But, after six months in cold 
store the taste deteriorates and becomes 
‘strawy,.” he said. The Department be- 
Heves that the public is entitled to fresh 
fish, with its better taste, “and this will 
also increase demand. The Department is 
interested in greater sales for Israel 
catches,” he stressed. 


Mr. Kramer added that when Atlantic 
asked for Department permission to order 
the trawler several years ago, “we in- 
formed the company that catches are ap- 
proaching saturation point and that there 
is no assurance of markets for additional 
large guantitie: of heke.” He added 
that bake is selling at about ᾿ 400

tons & month and that the preseat stocks 
fre therefore sufficient for the next half 
year br so. Until they are depleted,’ no 
further Inndings will be permitted. 

The Atlantic spokesman sald that the 
company cousiders the Department's move 
as discriminating against Israel} fisheries, 
while imported frozen Ash and fillets are 
being landed without any Interference, 
“Some of them stay in cold storage well 
in excess of six months,” he said. He dis- 
puted the Department's right to enforce 
quality control over Israeli fish and not 
over imported. He added that the com-~ 
pany had now started making fillet from 
its hake on board ship and in Haifa. 

Mr. Kramer said that he had πὸ com- 
Petence to stop fish imports, which are 
licensed by the Ministry of Commerce, 
but that the Department's statistics show~ 
ed that they were being brought in in 
quantities which cover the monthly con- 
sumption of some 200 tons, and the market 
was thus self-regulating. “If Atlantic 
starts making fillet, the Department will 
tender it every possible ald, The Depart~-. 
ment definitely wants to see more Israeli- 
caught fish sold in the country, and we 
belleve that by assuring the public fresher, 
tastier hake, we are serving that purpose.”

: The facilities of the Jewish Agency's Youth and Hehalutz Department are 
built to absorb 2,000 participants in its Summer Institute for Jewish Youth from 
abroad. But this summer 2,650 came from 15 North American and European 
countries and Turkey and Iran, and another 4-500 applicants had to be turned 
away, In addition, 1,500 came to participate in the programmes of other Agency 
departments. Mr. Mordechai Bar-On, the Department head, told a news confer- 
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ence in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Meeting the press for the first time 
sincé assuming his post three weeks ago 
after retiring as Defence Forces Chief 
Education Officer, Mr. Bar-On said the 
Agency plans to ΠΣ Ε 
double its sum= :

The groups hear lec- 
tures, go on tours, and spend some time 
working at kibbutzim. 

Another problem is that of arranging 
contacts between Institute participants and 
Israeli youth. Mr. Goodman noted (hat He- 
brew University students, for example, are 
busy taking examinations or studying for 
them through August, or are on reserve 
duty. or otherwise busy. 

ISRAELIS RESERVED 

Mr. Bun-On added, in reply to a ques- 
tion, that he did not think that Israeli 
youth by and large was really interested 
in meeting youth from the Diaspora. No- 
ting that certain student groups had recent- 
ly come to him to offer their help, he sald 
that “there are three difficulties with the 
ordinary student: he is egocentric as far 
as his interests are concerned — partly, 
to be sure, hecause life here is so intense 
that everybody is ‘involved’ in something; 
Israeli youth generally has difficulty in 
communicating: and finally, there is thelr 
general disdain for Zionism, and their 
somewhat supercillous attitude to Diaspora 
Jewry — partly because of Zionism's own 
categorical negation of the Diaspora.” 
He sald he plans to do something about 
“making Isracli youth more receptive to 
Diaspora youth.” 

Mr. Agmon said that the Institute par- 
ticlpants pay their own round-trip fures 
plus the following imalntenance fees: 
North Americans — $325; non-American 
members of youth groups — $100; non- 
‘Americans who do mot belong to youth 
groups — 5110. The Agency subsidizes 
the stay of each participant by “an aver- 
age” TL250.

Cabinet’s powers defined 
in basic law

The Knesset yesterday moved a little closer to completing Israel's Constitu- . 
tion, when it began the second reading of its third Basic Law : the Government, 
which defines the Government's powers, lays down the manner of its appoint- 
ment and composition, and declares ita responsibilities towards the Kneaset 


which created it. 

(The two previous Basic Laws already 
enacted concerned the President and the 
Koesset.) 

Mr, Haim Zadok (Labour) who was chair- 
man of the special sub-committee of the 
Knenset's Constitution, Law and Justice 
Committee, said the next piece of legix- 
lation the sub-committee would handle 
would be an Israel Bill of Rights. 

The Basic Law: the Government con- 
talus a great part of earlier legislation 
found in the Transition Law, with a small 
number of very important modifications. 
Since it was drafted as a future article 
of a Constitution, it does not contain a 
Paragraph specifying that earlier legis- 
lation ig revoked, Instead, for reasons of 


style, a special “miui-bill," the Govern- 
ment Law (Provisional Arrangements) 
awalts the Knesset's approval, which 


exists solely to repeal all previous legis- 
lation, with one key exception — the 
Paragraph on Coalition discipline. 

The Basic Law would widen the Knes- 
set's powers vis-4-vis the Government in 
two respects. It would make internal Ca- 
binet switches, as well as mergers, repar- 
tltieng and abolitions of ministries, sub- 
ject to the approval of the House. The 
appointment of Mr. Yigal Allon to the 
new Integation Ministry, and of Mr. Zeev 
Sharef to the Finance Ministry, would 
have necessitated a Knesset debate, had 
the Basic Law been on the statute book. 


MUST BE PREMIER 

Under another innovation in the draft, 
any Member asked hy the President to 
form a Cabinet must proceed to head it. 
Such was not the case twice in the past, 
when Mr. David Bea-Gurion became Pre- 
mier after his Cabinet had been lined up 
for him by Messrs. Plnohas Rosen and Levi 
Eshkol. The Basic Law would require 
Premiers to be Knesset Members though 
ministers need not be. A minister's re- 
signation would take effect after 48 hours, 
unless he withdrew it before, while the 
resignation or death of a Premier would 
entail the resignation of the whole Ca- 


- binet. 


Cabinet secrecy, which has kept the 
press In a ferment since the sub-conmmit- 
tee's initial suggestion to cast a security 
blanket over all proceedings and decisions, 
features in the Basic Law as a compro- 
mise. It would have security and foreign 
atfairs considered secret, and probtbit 
their publicatton. When the Government 
holds secrecy on certain other matters 
to be vital, it must state this in an 
order. A fourth category of matters would 
be those which the Government simply 
states are secret. Anybody who knew this 
was so 18 prohibited from divulging or 
publishing the matters. 

A heated discussion took place on the 
clauses defining the Government's resi- 
dual powers, when a broad front of all 
factions — save Labour, Agudat Yisrael 
and Poale Agndat Yisrael — accused the 
Government of wanting dangerous bian- 
ket-prerogatives. Despite the opposition, 
the clauses as approved empower the 
Government to act In the name of the 
State in every sphere which does not 
devolve statutorily on any other author- 
ity, in conformity with existing laws.

Committee voted to strike the motion from 
the agenda. : 

The Phantom motion was the. second 
case of the Foreign Affairs and Security 
Committee debating a security problem 
in place of the plenum, an arrangement 
only made possible in January of this 
year, after a motion of Mr, Uri Avneri 
(Ha’olam Hazeh) about the background 
to the trial of the editors of “Bul” ma- 
gazine. Since the entire issue was kept 
from the press by the military censor- 
ship, and the “Bul” affair apparently did 
not merit a secret Knesset session, the 
motion-in-committee amendment wag en- 
acted. 

Only a fortnight ago, the same issue 
which janded the “Bul” editors in prison 
was the subject of ἃ parliameotary 
question submitted by Mr. Meir Wilner 
to Premier Eshkol, which the Premier re- 
fused to answer, under his prerogative, 
on the grounds that it could harm the 
natlonal interest.
